COVID-19  UPDATE:  EXPANDING 
PROTECTIONS  FOR  RENTERS  AND 
WORKERS 


Friends, 

On  Friday,  I  called  a  special  emergency  City  Council  meeting  to 
provide  assistance  to  Angelenos  grappling  with  an  ever-increasing 
coronavirus  pandemic. 

We  voted  to  extend  renters  protections  against  evictions  and  please 
know  you  have  rights  against  evictions  (see  below  for  details).  And 
we  protect  workers  by  requiring  large  corporations  to  provide  their 
employees  with  10  days  of  Paid  Leave  during  this  crisis  so  parents, 
especially  the  working  poor,  do  not  have  to  choose  between  work  and 
their  families'  health. 
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This  is  the  second  meeting  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  has  hosted 
since  a  state  of  emergency  was  declared  earlier  in  the  month,  and 
Friday's  11-hour  meeting  was  held  for  the  first  time  via 
teleconferencing.  I  will  hold  as  many  emergency  meetings  as  we 
need  to  moving  forward.  Our  partners  at  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Board  of  Supervisors  will  host  their  first  emergency  meeting  on 
Tuesday  and  will  undoubtedly  provide  further  assistance.  Our  Mayor 
enacted  an  eviction  ban  (which  the  City  Council  enhanced),  the 
Governor  worked  with  private  financial  institutions  to  enact  a 
moratorium  on  foreclosures  and  other  protections  for  homeowners 
and  renters,  and  Congress  just  approved  a  $2.2  trillion  aid  package 
that  will  out  money  in  people's  pockets. 

More  action  will  be  needed  as  the  pandemic  grows.  We  must  all  work 
together  to  do  what  we  can  to  provide  relief  and  keep  people  in  their 
homes,  healthy  and  safe. 

For  the  City,  my  concern  is  this  is  hitting  our  working  poor  the  most. 
Whether  it  is  struggling  to  pay  bills,  rent,  or  putting  food  on  the  table, 
our  working  families  depend  on  us  to  be  their  voice.  In  this  time  of 
peril,  who  will  be  the  workers'  safety  net,  if  not  us?  We  are 
a  Families  First  Council  and  we  cannot  overlook  these  people.  They 
feed  us,  take  care  of  our  kids,  cook  our  food,  clean  our  homes,  offices, 
and  hotels,  wash  our  cars,  mow  our  lawns,  repair  our  buildings.  If  not 
us,  who? 

I  want  to  thank  all  my  Council  colleagues  for  their  work  in  adopting 
our  emergency  legislative  aid,  in  particular,  Councilmembers  Herb 
Wesson,  Curren  Price,  President  Pro  Tern  Joe  Buscaino,  Paul 
Koretz,  Bob  Blumenfield  and  Paul  Krekorian.

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Protection  for  Tenants  During  the  COVID-19  Pandemic 

•  Council  approved  a  moratorium  on  residential  and  commercial 
evictions  during  the  pandemic,  and  through  an  amending  motion 
introduced  by  Councilmember  Herb  Wesson  and  seconded  my 
Councilmember  O'Farrell  and  me,  we  extended  the  rent  payback 
period  in  place  under  the  Mayor's  directive  from  six  months  to 
12  months.  We  also  eliminated  late  fees  and  arbitrary  just  cause 
evictions  such  as  taking  in  another  tenant,  or  having  a  pet 
during  the  pandemic.  We  also  included  small  business 
protections  for  those  leasing  space,  while 

exempting  multinational  and  large  corporations  from  applying 
for  this  moratorium  protection. 

Mandatory  Paid  Leave 

•  My  motion  was  approved  via  ordinance  to  do  what  the  $2.2 
billion  congressional  aid  bill  did  not,  require  large-scale 
businesses  and  corporations  with  500  or  more  employees 
provide  their  workers  with  80  hours  of  COVID-19-related  paid 
leave. 

Priority  Shopping  for  Seniors 

•  Council  voted  to  mandate  retail  food  stores  dedicate  one  hour  of 
customer  access  exclusively  to  the  elderly  and  the  disabled. 
While  some  stores  already  practice  this,  now  all  stores  in  the 
City  of  Los  Angeles  must  make  accommodations  for  vulnerable 
populations  during  COVID-19.

Yesterday,  the  Los  Angeles  City  Council  created  an  ordinance  that 
went  beyond  the  Mayor's  emergency  directive  and  includes  waving 
late  fees  and  expands  repayment  up  to  12  months.  Renters  are 
protected  regardless  of  immigration  status.

If  you  receive  an  eviction  notice,  contact  the  City's  Housing 
Department  (HCIDLA)  and  inform  your  landlord  immediately  that  you 
are  an  Affected  Tenant  as  a  result  of  COVID-19  and  protected  by  the 
City's  ordinance.
